HURI-CIUS  DISCUSSIONS 

On  13  March,  Dr.  Omeljan  Pritsak, 
director  of  the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute,  arrived  for  two  days  of  talks 
about  projects  and  activities  of  mutual 
benefit  to  HURI  and  CIUS.  On  the 
fourteenth  Dr.  Pritsak  presented  an  evening 
public  lecture  on  "The  First  Decade  of 
HURI  and  Plans  for  the  Future"  and  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  fifteenth  he  presented  a 
seminar  on  "The  Problem  of  Transmission 
of  the  Igor  Tale"  (both  are  discussed  in 
the  Seminar  section). 


The  1983  Shevchenko  Lecture, 
sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian  Professional  anc 
Business  Club  of  Edmonton  and  organized 
by  CIUS,  was  given  on  8 March  by  Dr. 
James  E.  Mace  of  the  Ukrainian  Research 
Institute,  Harvard  University.  Dr.  Mace  spoke 
on  "The  Famine  of  1933  in  Ukraine." 

The  famine  remains  little  known  in  the 
West,  said  Dr.  Mace,  despite  the  existence 
of  a large  body  of  evidence — accounts  by 
survivors  and  Western  journalists;  the 
Harvard  Refugee  Interview  Project- 
collections  of  documents  published  by 
Ukrainian  organizations;  and  memoirs  of 
those  responsible  for  the  measures  which 
led  to  the  famine.  The  silence  surrounding 
this  atrocity,  on  the  scale  of  the  Jewish 
Holocaust,  testifies  to  Stalin's  success  in 
attaining  the  principal  goals  of  the  famine: 
the  destruction  of  the  Ukrainian  nation  as  i 
social  organism  and  the  nullification  of 
Ukraine  as  a factor  in  Soviet  politics. 

The  famine  resulted,  in  part,  from  the 
forced  collectivization  of  Soviet  agriculture 
and  the  need  to  extract  grain  from  the 
peasantry  in  order  to  help  finance 
industrialization.  But  the  economic  factor 
was  not  decisive,  argued  Dr.  Mace:  not  all 
the  major  grain-producing  areas  of  the 
Soviet  Union  were  affected  by  the  famine. 
Rather,  the  famine  took  place  in  those 
regions  which  had  put  up  the  strongest 
resistance  to  the  Bolsheviks  during  the  Civi 
War — Ukraine,  the  North  Caucasus  and 
Kuban  (where  the  armies  of  Kaledin  and 
Denikin  were  formed),  and  the  lower  Volga 
(where  the  German  colonists  had  taken  up 
arms).  After  the  formation  of  the  Soviet 
federation,  these  areas  continued  to  oppos< 
the  centralism  of  the  authorities  in 
Moscow,  and  their  strength  had  to  be 
broken  in  order  to  eliminate  the  possibility 
of  secession. 

Since  Ukraine  was  the  most  powerful 
centrifugal  force  in  the  Soviet  Union,  it 
suffered  most  grievously  from  Stalin's 
policy  of  ruthless  centralization.  The 
intellectual  and  political  elites  were 
systematically  purged;  the  village  was 
penetrated  by  centrally  controlled 
organizations  (the  poor  peasants' 
committees,  the  village  soviets  and  a 
network  of  informers);  and  the  social  base 
of  the  Ukrainian  national  movement — the 
peasantry — was  devastated  by  the  famine. 
The  authorities  ordered  their  subordinates  i

the  countryside  to  take  away  all  available 
grain;  patrols  around  city  limits  and 
checkpoints  at  the  Russo-Ukrainian  border 
Drevented  the  peasants  from  migrating  in 
search  of  food. 


It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number 
of  victims  claimed  by  the  famine,  since  the 
1937  census  was  destroyed  and  its 
organizers  killed  as  "wreckers"  who  had 
allegedly  underestimated  the  size  of  the 
Soviet  population.  The  census  takers  of 
1939,  wishing  to  avoid  their  predecessors' 
;ate,  probably  gave  inflated  population 
igures.  Nevertheless,  a rough  estimate  of 
copulation  loss  may  be  obtained  by 
comparing  the  Ukrainian  population  with  the 
Belorussian,  which  was  far  less  nationally 
fconscious  and  more  susceptible  to 
issimilation.  Since  the  Belorussians  increased 
jby  11.5  per  cent  in  this  period,  the 
Ukrainians  ought  to  have  surpassed  this 
jigure:  in  fact,  they  fell  below  it,  allowing 
;>ne  to  estimate  that  between  5 and  7 
million  Ukrainians  died  as  a result  of  the 
amine.

I It  was  Stalin's  success  in  carrying  out 
he  famine,  concluded  Dr.  Mace,  which 
flowed  him  to  implement  the  policies  that 
hade  the  Soviet  Union  a centralized 
uccessor  state  to  the  Russian  Empire. 

[jJow  that  the  famine  is  being  examined  for 
t he  first  time  in  the  light  of  historical 

(scholarship,  it  is  particularly  important  to 
jilucidate  its  causes,  its  course  and  its 
; pgacy,  for  ''we  are  still  living  in  a world 
no  small  part  created  by  the  Ukrainian 
mine." 


HE  JACYK  COLLECTION  AT  TORONTO 

On  19  February,  the  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
tudies,  University  of  Toronto,  sponsored  a 
onference  and  evening  banquet  to  mark 
ie  presentation  of  the  Peter  Jacyk 
ollection  of  Ukrainian  Serials  to  the 
niversity  of  Toronto  Library.  The  collection 
the  result  of  a two-year  project  funded 
Toronto  businessman  Peter  Jacyk  to 
lierofilm  all  the  West  Ukrainian  newspapers 
id  journals  between  1848  and  1918  held 
the  Austrian  National  Library  in  Vienna. 
Itogether,  the  collection  includes  175 
(ties,  making  up  almost  200,000  frames  of 
icrofilm  on  over  400  reels.  The 
:quisition  of  these  materials  means  that 
ngf  oronto  now  has  the  largest  collection  of 


pre-1918  Ukrainian  serials  in  North 
America.

CIUS  EXTRAMURAL  PROGRAMME  1982-3 

The  CIUS  annual  travel  lecture  series 
has  expanded  to  include  eastern,  prairie  and 
western  sections.  In  1982-3,  Dr.  Orest 
Subtelny  of  York  University  spoke  on  "The 
Cossack  Role  in  Ukrainian  History"  to 
community  audiences  in  St.  Catharines, 
Thunder  Bay,  Sudbury  and  North  Bay.  Dr. 
Andrij  Hornjatkevyc  and  Dr.  Bohdan 
Krawchenko  visited  Lloydminster,  North 
Battleford,  Yorkton  and  Roblin  on  the 
prairie  tour,  lecturing  on  Ukrainian  Christmas 
traditions  and  the  1932-3  famine  in 
Ukraine  respectively.  Dr.  Krawchenko  also 


spoke  on  the  famine  to  Ukrainian  groups  in 
three  Alberta  centres:  Lethbridge,  Grande 
Prairie  and  Lamont.  Ms.  Frances  Swyripa 
and  Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  conducted  a spring 
lecture  series  in  Red  Deer,  and  Dr. 
Hornjatkevyc  also  spoke  in  Grande  Prairie 
on  Easter  traditions.  The  western  lecture 
tour  included  five  centres  in  British 
Columbia  - Prince  Rupert,  Prince  George, 
Victoria,  Vancouver  and  Kamloops;  Roman 
Onufrijchuk  presented  a lecture  on 
traditional  Ukrainian  folk  music  and  Bohdan 
Zajcew  spoke  on  contemporary  Ukrainian 
Canadian  music. 

For  the  second  year,  CIUS  offered  its 
travel  lecture  series  in  co-sponsorship  with 
local  community  organizations,  whereby  CIUS 
furnished  half  the  cost,  and  the  other  half 
was  provided  by  each  participating 
community.  This  system  has  worked  well 
and  will  be  retained.  The  programme  for 
the  1983-4  travel  lecture  series  will  be 
prepared  in  spring  1983;  any  community 
not  yet  on  the  tour  in  its  area  but  wishing 
to  participate  (on  the  basis  of  cost-sharing) 
should  contact  Frances  Swyripa,  extramural 
co-ordinator,  no  later  than  30  June  1983 
for  further  information. 


UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  AT  YORK 
UNIVERSITY 

From  28  February  to  4 March, 

Ukrainian  Week  was  held  at  York  University. 
The  main  events  included  lectures  by  Dr. 
Mykola  Pavliuc,  University  of  Toronto,  on 
"The  Ukrainian  Language  and  its  Dialects;  " 
and  by  Dr.  Peter  J.  Potichnyj,  McMaster 
University,  on  "The  Ukrainian  Insurgent  Army 
- the  U.P.A.:  The  Resistance  Movement 
against  the  Nazis  and  Soviets  during  World 
War  II."  Dr.  Potichnyj's  lecture  was 
followed  by  a slide  presentation  on  UPA, 
with  commentary  by  Dr.  Orest  Subtelny, 

York  University.  Ukrainian  Week  also 
included  a screening  of  such  Ukrainian 
Canadian  films  as  Ted  Bary/uk's  Grocery 
Store,  The  Strongest  Man  in  the  World, 
Kurelek,  Teach  Me  To  Dance  and 
Reflections  of  the  Past. 

From  14-18  March,  Stong  College 
(York  University)  and  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Committee  (Toronto  branch)  sponsored  an 
"Exhibition  of  Rare  Historical  Photographs, 
Lithographs  and  Documents  of  the  UPA  - 
the  Ukrainian  Insurgent  Army,"  at  the 
Samuel  J.  Zacks  Gallery  of  York  University. 


Ukrainian  studies  courses  at  York 
University  are  taught  by  Dr.  Subtelny, 
associate  professor  of  Ukrainian  history 
(Departments  of  History  and  Political 
Science)  and  Dr.  Romana  Bahrij-Pikulyk, 
assistant  professor  of  Ukrainian  literature 
and  language  (Department  of  Languages, 
Literatures  and  Linguistics).  Dr.  Pikulyk 
recently  received  tenure.  In  1983-4,  three 
types  of  courses  will  be  offered:  1) 
evening  courses  on  "Modern  Ukrainian 
History"  and  the  "Nationalities  of  the  Soviet 
Union";  2)  day  courses  on  "Ukraine:  History, 
Literature  and  the  Arts,"  "Elementary 
Ukrainian  Language,"  "Intermediate  Ukrainian 
Language";  and  3)  a related  course  on 
"Imperialism  and  Nationalism  in  Eastern 
Europe  and  Russia."  In  addition,  the 
following  courses,  not  on  the  1983-4 
schedule,  are  offered  on  a rotating  basis: 
"Advanced  Ukrainian  Language,"  "The 
Ukrainian  Short  Story  and  Novel"  and

LUBOMYR  LUCIUK 

The  final  seminar  of  the  fall  term  was 
presented  on  10  December  1982  by  Mr. 
Luciuk,  a Ph.D.  candidate  in  the  Department 
of  Geography,  University  of  Alberta.  Mr. 
Luciuk  discussed  "The  Galician  Division:  Its 
History  and  Migration." 


The  SS  volunteer  division  "Galicia"  v\ 
formed  in  1943  when  the  Soviet 
counter-offensive  obliged  the  German 
military  to  seek  reinforcements  among  th 
population  of  the  occupied  territories.  Of 
some  100,000  volunteers,  13,000  were 
selected  for  the  division.  Thrown  against 
the  advancing  Red  Army  at  Brody,  only 
about  3,000  survived.  The  division  was 
reformed  at  Neuhammer  in  Silesia  and,  ii 
the  last  days  of  the  war,  constituted  the 
First  Ukrainian  Division  of  the  Ukrainian 
National  Army  under  the  command  of 
General  Pavlo  Shandruk.  Most  of  its 
soldiers  and  their  dependants — some  8,5 
in  all — surrendered  to  the  British  and  w< 
deported  to  an  internment  camp  in  Rimi 
Italy. 


The  British  Foreign  Office — which, 
Mr.  Luciuk  argued  on  the  basis  of  offic 
documents,  was  unclear  about  the  politi 
status  and  aspirations  of 
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krainians — debated  the  disposition  of  the 
iternees  for  a considerable  period.  The 
ritish  attempted  to  co-operate  with  a 
oviet  repatriation  mission,  but  the  hostility 
f the  interned  men  doomed  the  effort  to 
ailure.  A survey  conducted  by  the  British 
Svealed  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
ie  former  soldiers  wished  to  migrate  to 
anada,  but  at  this  time  the  Canadian 
overnment  favoured  the  repatriation  of 
krainians  to  their  countries  of  origin.  The 
breign  Office  finally  decided  not  to  leave 
ie  internees  in  Italy,  where  they  might 
pse  a security  problem,  or  to  transfer 
lem  to  occupied  Germany,  where  displaced 
krainians  might  gain  influence  over  them, 

tut  to  bring  them  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
ere  they  were  forced  into  the  agricultural 
bctor  as  common  labourers:  documents  of 
le  Ministry  of  Labour  and  Agriculture 
jdicate  that  British  economic  self-interest 
I'as  the  decisive  factor  behind  the  decision 
,)  admit  the  internees. 

After  1945,  prominent  Ukrainian 
anadians  pressed  the  Canadian  government 
|>  bring  the  division  to  Canada.  Captain 
ordon  Panchuk,  head  of  the  Central 
krainian  Relief  Bureau,  was  particularly 
:tive,  although  initially  he  believed  that  the 
krainian  community  in  Britain  would 
ecome  the  most  important  in  the  diaspora, 
i 1948,  Panchuk  successfully  blocked  a 
ritish  attempt  to  deport  sick  and  invalid 
lembers  of  the  division  from  the  United 
ingdom.  The  Canadian  government  resisted 
krainian  pressure  on  the  immigration  issue, 
aeking  assurance  from  the  British  that  the 
ivision  had  not  been  engaged  in  war 
rimes.  Such  assurance  was  given,  and, 
allowing  an  additional  RCMP  investigation, 
le  cabinet  formally  declared  in  May  1950 
lat  members  of  the  division  could 
nmigrate  to  Canada.  This  prompted  an 
nmediate  protest  from  the  Canadian  Jewish 
ongress,  which  regarded  the  "SS  Division" 

3 a Nazi  formation,  but  was  unable  to 
jrnish  proof  of  any  wrongdoing.  Further 
ontroversy  was  aroused  by  the  detonation 
f a bomb  in  the  building  of  a Ukrainian 
ro-communist  organization  in  Toronto,  for 
/hich  members  of  the  division  were 
lamed.  Again,  no  evidence  was 
prthcoming,  and  the  cabinet  decision 
bmained  in  force.  A 1951  position  paper 
n emigre  organizations  suggests  that  the 
anadian  government  saw  the  division  as 
trongly  anti-communist.  It  permitted 
lembers  of  the  division  into  the  country 
artly  in  order  to  counteract  Soviet 
jbversive  activity. 


The  seminar  concluded  with  the  first 
public  showing  of  film  sequences  taken  by 
Captain  Panchuk,  recording  the  activity  of 
Ukrainian  Canadian  representatives  in  Europe 
and  various  aspects  of  the  internees'  life  in 
the  Rimini  camp. 


ALEKSANDR  BABYONYSHEV 

Dr.  Babyonyshev,  visiting  scholar  at 
CIUS  for  1982-3,  presented  the  first 
seminar  of  the  winter  term  on  28  January. 
His  topic  was  "An  Estimate  of  Population 
Loss  in  Ukraine  and  the  USSR,  1931-36." 
The  seminar  was  based  on  research 
undertaken  by  Dr.  Babyonyshev  for  a 
forthcoming  study  of  population  loss  as  a 
result  of  the  famine  of  1933  in  Ukraine, 
to  be  published  by  CIUS. 

Dr.  Babyonyshev  pointed  out  that 
estimates  of  population  loss  in  the  USSR 
during  this  period  vary  from  1-2  million  to 
20-30  million.  In  order  to  arrive  at  a 
relative  estimate,  it  is  necessary  to  study 
the  testimony  of  eyewitnesses,  special 
interviews  and  questionnaires  administered 
to  emigres  from  the  USSR,  Soviet 
documents  captured  during  the  Second 
World  War,  and-the  most  important 
source-official  Soviet  statistics. 

In  calculating  the  extent  of  population 
loss  in  Ukraine,  one  can  employ  the 
mortality  tables  for  1926-7  prepared  by 
leading  demographer  lurii 

Korchak-Chepurkivsky.  These  figures  provide 
a "normal"  death  rate  with  which  the 
results  of  the  1939  census  can  be 
compared.  According  to  the  mortality  tables, 
3.6  million  people  should  have  died  in 
Ukraine  over  the  twelve-year  period,  but 
the  actual  loss  was  6. 1 million.  The 
difference  of  2.5  million  represents  part  of 
the  population  loss  due  to  the  famine.  On 
the  basis  of  demographic  research  to  date. 
Dr.  Babyonyshev  estimates  the  total  number 
of  victims  of  the  famine — including  those 
who  succumbed  to  various  diseases 
because  of  malnutrition — at  4.6  million.  This 
figure  is  approximately  15  per  cent  of  the 
total  Ukrainian  population,  which  was  then 
about  30  million.  Error  due  to  the  inclusion 
of  migrants  may  affect  this  estimate  by 
some  500,000  in  either  direction. 

On  the  basis  of  the  death  records  of 
the  village  of  Romankovo  near 
Dniprodzerzhynsk,  Dr.  Babyonyshev  showed 
that  even  in  areas  of  Ukraine  less  severely 
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affected  by  the  famine,  the  death  rate 
exceeded  the  norm  by  ten  times  or  more. 
There  were  deaths  in  virtually  every  family. 
The  famine  also  affected  the  northern 
Caucasus,  Kazakhstan  and  some  parts  of 
the  Volga  region  and  Siberia.  Population 
loss  in  the  USSR  is  estimated  at  9 million 
for  the  period:  thus,  Ukraine  accounted  for 
slightly  more  than  half  this  total. 


MYROSLAV  YURKEV/CH 

On  1 8 February,  Mr.  Yurkevich,  a 
research  associate  at  CIUS,  presented  a 
seminar  on  "Dmytro  Dontsov:  From 
Socialism  to  Nationalism.” 

Dmytro  Dontsov  (1883-1973),  the 
leading  ideologue  of  Ukrainian  integral 
nationalism,  was  influenced  in  his  youth  by 
two  major  developments  in  European 
politics  of  the  late  nineteenth  century:  the 
alliance  between  conservatism  and 
nationalism,  and  the  debate  on  the  national 
question  within  the  socialist  movement.  In 
1900,  Mykola  Mikhnovsky's  Samosti ina 
Ukraina  presented  an  argument  for 
Ukrainian  independence  that  was  both 
conservative  (based  on  historical  legitimacy) 
and  nationalist  (statist  and  ethnocentric). 
Dontsov  appears  to  have  read  Mikhnovsky's 
pamphlet  and  been  impressed  by  it,  but  he 
was  at  this  time  a Marxist  social  democrat 
active  in  student  circles  in  St.  Petersburg 
and  Kiev.  This  activity  led  to  his  arrest  in 
1907.  Dontsov  was  released  on  bail  and 
fled  to  Galicia,  where  the  Ukrainian  national 
movement  was  far  stronger  than  in  the  ® 
Russian  Empire. 

Here  Dontsov  became  familiar  with  the 
writings  of  the  Austrian  social  democrats, 
who  took  a positive  attitude  toward  the 
minority  national  movements  and  favoured 
the  transformation  of  Austria  into  a 
federation  of  nationalities.  In  a series  of 
pamphlets  that  gained  him  a considerable 
reputation,  Dontsov  argued  that  Ukraine 
should  break  its  cultural  and  political  ties 
with  Russia,  adopt  a progressive  orientation 
toward  Western  values,  and  become  an 
Austrian  crown  land  until  complete 
independence  could  be  won.  Dontsov's 
Ukrainian  socialist  colleagues  considered 
these  views  tantamount  to  bourgeois 
nationalism  and  expelled  him  from  their 
ranks. 

During  the  First  World  War,  Dontsov 
was  a tireless  propagandist  for  the  cause 


of  Ukrainian  independence.  In  1918,  he 
worked  briefly  with  Mikhnovsky  in  an 
attempt  to  Ukrainianize  the  government  of 
Hetman  Pavlo  Skoropadsky.  The  failure  of 
this  project  again  left  Dontsov  without  a 
political  home. 

After  the  collapse  of  the  Ukrainian 
state,  Dontsov  settled  in  Lviv  and  began  tc 
elaborate  a nationalist  ideology.  He 
abandoned  his  socialist  convictions  and 
blamed  the  socialist  movement  for  the 

failure  of  the  Ukrainian  revolution.  Although 
Dontsov  continued  to  speak  of  the 
"Westernization”  of  Ukrainian  political 
culture,  he  now  identified  this  concept  wit! 
what  he  claimed  was  a typically  Western 
"national  egoism."  "Democracy”  no  longer 
meant  political  freedom  and  social  justice 
but  "work,  hierarchy,  social  solidarity, 

responsibility,  and  the  strong  fist."  In  his 
book  Natsiona/ izm  (1926),  Dontsov  exalted 
"voluntarism,  irrationalism,  romanticism,  and 
illusionism"  as  vital  characteristics  of  the 
nationalist  outlook. 

Dontsov's  infatuation  with  power  an 
unscrupulousness  in  the  use  of  rhetori 
debased  his  political  judgment,  argued  Mi 
Yurkevich.  During  the  interwar  perioc 
Dontsov  uncritically  associated  th 
prospects  for  Ukrainian  independence  wit 

the  fortunes  of  European  fascism — a 

orientation  that  proved  disastrous  for  th 

nationalist  movement. 


JAMES  MACE 

On  7 March,  the  1983  Shevchenko 
lecturer.  Dr.  Mace  of  the  Harvard  Ukrainiar 
Research  Institute,  presented  a special 
seminar  on  "The  National  Deviation  in  the 
Communist  Party  of  Ukraine  in  the  1920s.' 
The  seminar  was  based  on  Dr.  Mace's 
monograph,  Communism  and  the  DUemmai 
of  National  Liberation:  National 
Communism  in  Soviet  Ukraine , 1918-1933 
which  is  to  be  published  jointly  this  year 
by  the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute 
and  the  Ukrainian  Free  Academy  of 
Sciences. 

The  major  problem  of  the  Communist 
Party  (Bolshevik)  of  Ukraine  during  and 
after  the  1917  revolution  and  civil  war 
that  followed  was  its  lack  of  legitimacy, 
argued  Dr.  Mace.  Until  1919,  the  CP(b)U, 
overwhelmingly  Russian  in  its  national 
composition,  resolutely  opposed  the 
Ukrainian  national  movement  as  a creation 
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of  the  Ukrainian  bourgeoisie.  Only  after  the 
failure  of  two  Bolshevik  invasions  of 
Ukraine  did  Lenin  prevail  upon  the  CP(b)U 
to  adopt  a more  moderate  policy.  This 
ideological  shift  was  facilitated  by  the 
influence  of  pro-Soviet  Ukrainian  social 
democrats — the  borotbisty  and 
ukapisty — and  by  existence  of  an 
opposition  within  the  CP(b)U  which  called 
for  the  recognition  of  Ukrainian 
national-cultural  aspirations. 


In  1923,  an  official  policy  of 
Ukrainianization  was  proclaimed:  party  and 
government  cadres  working  in  Ukraine 
would  henceforth  be  required  to  learn  the 
Ukrainian  language,  and  considerable  scope 
was  given  to  Ukrainian  cultural  activity.  This 
; policy  was  greeted  enthusiastically  in 
Western  Ukraine,  where  a Sovietophile 
movement  began  to  develop.  Many 
prominent  cultural  and  political  figures 
I returned  to  the  Ukrainian  SSR,  proclaiming 
! their  loyalty  to  the  regime. 


The  Ukrainianization  policy,  however, 
became  a victim  of  its  own  success.  If  it 
'legitimized  the  rule  of  the  CP(b)U,  it  also 
gave  free  rein  to  Ukrainian  activists  who 
1 wanted  a greater  measure  of  independence 
than  the  central  authorities  were  willing  to 
permit.  When  the  leading  writer  Mykola 
iKhvylovy  called  for  a Ukrainian  culture 
i j independent  of  Russia  and  the  commissar 
of  education,  Oleksander  Shumsky,  led  a 
jdelecjation  to  Moscow  to  appeal  for  the 
appointment  of  Ukrainians  to  the  top  party 
and  government  positions  in  the  republic, 

I Stalin  began  to  take  countermeasures. 

Khvylovy  and  Shumsky  were  denounced  and 
forced  to  give  up  their  positions.  The  next 
"deviant”  to  be  suppressed  was  Mykhailo 
Volobuev,  who  favoured  greater  economic 
independence  for  Soviet  Ukraine. 


The  most  powerful  of  Stalin's 
opponents  was  Mykola  Skrypnyk,  an  old 
Bolshevik  and  founding  father  of  the 
CP(b)U.  Succeeding  Shumsky  as  commissar 
of  education,  Skrypnyk  took  an  active  part 
in  current  debates  on  the  Ukrainian 
language  and  culture;  Ukrainianization  reached 
its  apogee  during  his  regime.  Skrypnyk  also 
became  a recognized  spokesman  for  the 
minorities  in  the  Soviet  federation.  But  he 
had  no  independent  control  over  the 
economy,  army  or  police.  By  employing  the 
central  apparatus,  Stalin  was  able  to  purge 
Skrypnyk's  supporters  from  Ukraine's 
cultural  institutions  and  party  network. 
Skrypnyk  was  isolated  and  driven  to  suicide 
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in  1933. 

The  defeat  of  the  "national  deviation" 
meant  the  eclipse  of  Ukraine  as  a distinct 
force  in  Soviet  politics.  Nevertheless, 
concluded  Dr.  Mace,  Ukrainian  national 
communism  was  a precursor  of  the 
autonomist  regimes  that  have  appeared  in 
Eastern  Europe  since  Stalin's  death. 


OMELJAN  PR/TSAK 

On  14  March,  Dr.  Pritsak,  director  of 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute 
(HURI)  and  Mykhailo  S.  Hrushevsky 
Professor  of  Ukrainian  History  at  Harvard 
University,  presented  a special  evening 
public  lecture,  in  which  he  discussed  the 
past  15  years  of  Ukrainian  studies  at 
Harvard,  as  well  as  current  projects  and 
plans  for  the  future. 

In  addition  to  the  chairs  of  Ukrainian 
history,  literature,  and  linguistics  already  in 
existence,  a chair  of  bibliography  has  been 
partially  funded,  and  a chair  of  Ukrainian 
church  history  is  planned.  The  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute  has  associates  at  Harvard 
and  at  universities  throughout  the  world; 
other  associates  are  employed  on  contract 
for  such  projects  as  the  research  and 
writing  of  studies  on  the  famine  of  1933 
and  the  organization  of  conferences  to 
mark  the  millennium  of  Christianity  in 
Ukraine. 

HURI's  Archeographic  Commission  has 
been  working  for  several  years  with  Dr. 
Alexandre  Bennigsen  and  his  associates  in 
Paris  editing  a multi-volume  series  of 
Ottoman  documents  on  Ukrainian  history  of 
the  Cossack  period.  The  first  volume, 
which  includes  more  than  100  documents 
on  Dmytro  Vyshnevetsky,  founder  of  the 
Sich,  will  be  published  this  year.  Together 
with  the  Israeli  state  archives,  HURI  is 
preparing  to  publish  the  records  of  the 
Jewish  Affairs  Ministry  of  the  Ukrainian 
People's  Republic.  Other  projects  involve 
co-operation  with  scholars  at  the 
Universities  of  Rome  and  Naples  (publication 
of  a documentary  series  on  the  humanities 
in  Ukraine)  and  with  the  well-known 
bibliographer  Dr.  Patricia  Grimsted,  whose 
volume  on  the  archives  of  Ukraine  is  soon 
to  appear. 

Dr.  Pritsak  enumerated  the  HURI's 
forthcoming  publications  and  briefly 
discussed  the  serials  Harvard  Ukrainian 


Studies,  the  Minutes  of  the  Seminar  in 
Ukrainian  Studies  and  Recenzija.  He  then 
described  the  work  of  the  annual  Ukrainian 
Summer  Institute,  the  Permanent  Committee 
on  Ukrainian  Studies,  and  the  Ukrainian 
Studies  Fund.  In  conclusion.  Dr.  Pritsak 
expressed  his  satisfaction  with  the 
co-operation  between  HURI  and  CIUS  in 
the  sponsoring  of  publications  and 
conferences. 

On  the  following  day,  Dr.  Pritsak 
presented  an  afternoon  seminar  on  "The 
Transmission  of  the  Ihor  Tale,"  devoted  to 
the  explication  of  one  of  the  most  difficult 
"black  spots"  in  the  Tale  of  ihor's 
Campaign.  The  crucial  words  of  the 
passage — khody  na — have  often  been 
interpreted  as  a personal  name,  Khodyna, 
identified  as  an  old  Rus'  poet  and  colleague 
of  Boian,  the  bard  often  mentioned  in  the 
tale.  Dr.  Pritsak  rejected  this  interpretation, 
maintaining  that  the  passage  had  originally 
read  do  khloti]  syna  (to  the  son's  wife).  A 
fifteenth-century  Novgorodian  copyist  had 
"corrected"  dokhsyna  to  Khodyna,  a 
well-established  proper  name. 

The  proposed  reconstruction  of  the 
original  phrase  fits  the  entire  passage  much 
better  than  does  the  hypothetical  Khodyna, 
argued  Dr.  Pritsak.  At  the  time  the  tale 
was  composed  (between  March  and  August 
1201),  its  protagonist,  Ihor  Sviatoslavych, 
was  already  the  ruling  prince  of  Chernihiv. 

In  this  capacity,  he  had  claims  to  the  rule 
of  Tmutorokan  and  to  the  Khazar  title 
kagan.  In  the  passage,  the  reference  to  the 
"wife  of  Sviatoslav's  son"  (i.e.,  of  Ihor 
Sviatoslavych)  is  followed  immediately  by  a 
reference  to  the  "wife  of  the  kagan"  (i.e., 
of  Ihor  Sviatoslavych).  Such  use  of 
apposition  is  common  in  the  tale.  Thus,  the 
proposed  reading  accords  with  the  known 
historical  facts  and  substantiates  the 
authenticity  of  the  tale.

ROMAN  SOLCHANYK 

The  first  seminar  of  the  winter 
session  was  presented  on  4 October  by 
Dr.  Solchanyk,  Radio  Liberty  Research, 
Munich,  who  spoke  on  "Moulding  the 
'Soviet  People':  The  Role  of  Ukraine."  The 
speaker  noted  that  an  area  deserving 
attention  from  scholars  is  the  diffusion  of 


ideas  from  the  East  European  states  to  the 
USSR  and  their  impact  on  Soviet  domestic 
politics,  particularly  in  the  related  areas  of 
cultural  and  nationalities  policies. 

Dr.  Solchanyk  examined  the  broader 
question  of  the  impact  of  Eastern  Europe 
on  ethnic  politics  in  the  USSR  by  analysing 
the  role  of  Ukrainians  and  Belorussians  in 
the  theory  and  practice  of  contemporary 
Soviet  nationalities  policy.  Both  Ukraine  and 
Belorussia  are  examples  of  areas  that  have 
historical  links  with  their  closest  western 
neighbours,  especially  Poland.  In  its  quest 
for  unity,  the  Soviet  leadership  has  tried  to 
integrate  its  multinational  population  into  a 
"Soviet  people."  Ukrainians  and  Belorussians 
have  been  cast  into  specific  roles  within 
this  "new  historical  community,"  forming, 
together  with  the  Russians,  a Slavic  bloc 
that  serves  as  its  nucleus.  In  the  process 
of  moulding  the  "Soviet  people,”  further 
efforts  have  been  made  to  assimilate 
Ukrainians  and  Belorussians  with  the  Russian 
"older  brother."  This  was  reflected  in  the 
recent  celebrations  of  the  325th 
anniversary  of  the  "reunification"  of  Ukraine 
and  Russia,  and  the  1500th  anniversary  of 
Kiev.  H 

EDWARD  K AS /NEC 

On  1 8 October,  CIUS  and  the  Chair 
of  Ukrainian  Studies,  University  of  Toronto, 
co-sponsored  a lecture  by  Mr.  Kasinec, 
Librarian  for  Slavic  Collections,  University  of 
California,  on  "Remarks  on  the  Study  of 
the  Old  Ukrainian  Book."  The  speaker 
commented  on  an  important  period  in  the 
history  of  the  Ukrainian  book,  namely,  the 
800  years  before  the  appearance  of 
Kotliarevsky's  Eneida  in  1798.  He  noted 
that  the  old  Ukrainian  manuscript  and 
printed  book  was  at  one  time  the  bearer 
of  a literary  and  artistic  culture,  an  artistic 
object  and  a historical  source.  Reviewing 
the  historiography  of  the  old  Ukrainian 
book,  he  noted  the  work  carried  out  in 
the  Russian  Empire,  interwar  Galicia,  Soviet 
Ukraine  during  the  1920s  and  by 
contemporary  Soviet  scholars  and  Western 
bookmen. 

The  presentation  gave  an  overview  of 
some  of  the  Western  repositories  (Ohio 
State  University,  Indiana  University,  Harvard 
University,  New  York  Public  Library,  the 
Pontifical  Oriental  Institute,  Scandinavian 
libraries  and  private  episcopal  libraries  in 
the  U.S.)  containing  old  Ukrainian  books  and 


manuscripts.  Mr.  Kasinec  stressed  that 
access  to  the  archives  of  medieval 
Ukrainian  publishing  houses  in  the  Soviet 
Union  was  necessary  to  reconstruct  the 
complete  repertory  of  the  old  Ukrainian 
book. 

The  speaker  concluded  by  assessing 
ways  to  deal  with  the  old  Ukrainian  printed 
book.  He  proposed  its  division  into  the 
history  of  Slavonic  and  civil  typefaces,  and 
then  into  major  and  minor  printing  houses 
in  Western  and  Eastern  Ukraine.  He  noted 
also  the  'wandering''  publishing  houses  of 
the  seventeenth  century  and  the  printing 
houses  of  the  Transcarpathian  area.  The 
summary  emphasized  some  of  the 
characteristics  of  content  and  language  in 
'the  old  Ukrainian  book.

The  third  seminar  of  the  winter 
session,  co-sponsored  by  CIUS,  the  Chair 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  and  the  Canadian 
Lemko  Association,  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Hval^  from  the  University  of  Munich,  who 
spoke  on  "The  Lemko  Question  in  Poland 
since  1939." 


that  local  authorities  could  monitor  them 
more  easily.  Moreover,  the  lemky  were 
persecuted  for  any  manifestation  of  national 
identity,  and  over  2,000  were  imprisoned 
in  lavozhne  concentration  camp.  Only  in 
1956  were  they  permitted  to  establish  the 
Ukrainian  Social  and  Cultural  Association 
(USKT).  At  this  time,  a public  debate  began, 
which  raised  the  issues  of  economic 
discrimination  against  the  lemky,  the  loss 
of  their  ancestral  home,  destruction  of 
their  churches  and  historical  monuments, 
etc. 


Mr.  Hvat  pointed  out  that,  although  the 
Polish  government  has  officially  denied  the 
existence  of  any  minorities  in  Poland,  the 
Solidarity  movement  has  frequently  broached 
this  issue.  A positive  step  was  a resolution 
accepted  at  Solidarity's  First  Congress  in 
September  1981  in  defence  of  minority 
rights.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Peremysl 
Solidarity  branch  was  instrumental  in 
preventing  Ukrainians  from  establishing  a 
small  church  in  that  city  in  1981.  Although 
the  imposition  of  martial  law  has  restricted 
all  forms  of  protest,  the  Ukrainian  minority, 
represented  by  USKT,  has  continued  to 
demand  that  the  lemky  be  recognized  and 
permitted  cultural  freedom. 


At  the  end  of  the  Second  World 
War,  the  armies  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
Czechoslovakia  and  Poland  blockaded  the 
border  region  of  the  Carpathian  Mountains 
in  an  attempt  to  gain  military  and  political 
jcontrol  over  the  region.  One  of  the 
objectives  was  to  destroy  the  Ukrainian 
(Insurgent  Army,  which  had  a strong  base 
among  Western  Ukrainians  in  general  and 
the  lemky  in  particular.  In  1944,  the  Polish 
army  and  the  NKVD  drove  about  470,000 
lemky  from  the  Polish  side  of  the  border 
into  Soviet  Ukraine,  where  they  became 
caught  up  in  the  Soviet  government's  own 
deportation  programme.  Approximately 
600,000  villagers  from  Western  Ukraine 
were  reportedly  transported  to  Siberia  in 
the  immediate  postwar  years. 

In  1947,  the  Polish  government  began 
a major  campaign  against  those  lemky  who 
had  managed  to  avoid  being  sent  across 
the  Soviet-Polish  border.  Over  150,000 
were  resettled  on  barren  farm  land  in  the 
northern  and  western  territories  Poland  had 
acquired  from  Germany  after  the  war.  The 
resettlement  was  designed  to  bring  about 
the  assimilation  of  the  lemky  by  spreading 
them  throughout  40  different  countries.

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DANYLO  STRUK 

On  15  November  1982,  Dr.  Struk, 
associate  professor  of  Slavic  Languages 
and  Literatures,  University  of  Toronto,  gave 
a paper  on  "Emma  Andiievska's  New  Novel 
About  Human  Destiny."  He  stated  that  the 
novel  in  question,  Roman  pro  liudske 
pryznachennia  ( Suchasnist , 1982)  forms  a 
diptych  with  the  author's  previous  novel, 
Roman  pro  dobru  liudynu  { Suchasnist , 

1973).  Both  deal  with  those  Ukrainians  who 
were  displaced  as  a result  of  the  Second 
World  War,  and  both  are  written  in  the 
"centrifugal"  episodic  narrative  manner.  Dr. 
Struk  illustrated  this  mode  of  narration  by 
discussing  one  major  "character-fugal"  link, 
namely,  that  Andiievska  works  within  a 
framework  of  "round  time"  (an  attempt  to 
retell  several  sequential  events 
simultaneously)  and  perceives  the  world  as 
a constant  struggle  between  good  and  evil. 
It  is  Man’s  "destiny,"  the  author  feels,  to 
fight  this  ever-present  evil.  Dr.  Struk 
maintained  that  the  novel  is  a collective 
chronicle  of  the  Ukrainian  DP  experience  - 
the  Ukrainians'  struggle  with  the  pervasive 
evil  of  the  Russian  system.

ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE 


We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  Volume  I of  the  four-volume  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine  publication  project  is  in  the  final  stages  of  editorial  preparation.  The 
project,  expected  in  its  entirety  to  extend  over  a ten-year  period,  is  an  under- 
taking of  immense  proportions.  Volume  I,  including  letters  A-F,  has  expanded  from 
a projected  1,500  entries  to  a final  count  of  close  to  2,800  entries.  Topics  as 
J varied  as  Agriculture  and  Futurism,  Cartography  and  Church,  Emigration  and  the 
Dissident  Movement  will  fill  more  than  1,200  pages  of  text.  Illustrations,  colour 
'plates,  and  a special  map-insert  coded  to  geographical  entries  of  the  Encyclopedia 
will  augment  this  handsome  volume. 


The  expansion  of  the  Encyclopedia  project  has  resulted  in  a demanding  publica- 
tion schedule.  In  order  to  streamline  the  preparation  of  Volume  I and  to  enhance 
the  productivity  of  the  project  staff,  the  Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies 
recently  acquired  a Xerox  860  word  processor/micro-computer  for  use  on  the  project. 
The  n techno logizing"  of  encyclopedia  work  has  proceeded  at  a rapid  rate,  and  the 
benefits  of  computer  application  to  a project  of  such  vast  dimensions  are  now  being 
realized  daily. 


The  Encyclopedia  project  is  a publication  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press 
and  is  being  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  in 
I Europe,  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  and  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies.  The  project  office ’is  located  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
where  editorial  work  is  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Danylo  H.  Struk,  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures.  Professor  Struk  was 
appointed  to  the  position  of  project  director  following  Professor  George  Luckyj’s 
resignation  in  November  of  last  year.  Professor  Struk  has  been  closely  associated 
with  the  Encyclopedia  project  for  a long  time,  having  spent  his  sabbatical  year, 
1980-81,  in  Sarcelles,  France,  working  with  the  project  editor-in-chief,  Professor 
jVolodymyr  Kubijovyc.  Currently,  Professor  Kubijovyc  is  assisted  by  Professor  Vasyl 
Markus,  associate  editor,  and  Professor  Arkady  Joukovsky,  assistant  editor.  Toget- 
her with  Professor  Struk,  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  project  office  includes  Dr.  Taras 
Zakydalsky,  translator,  Mr.  Roman  Senkus  and  Ms.  Halyna  Hryn,  editorial  assistants, 
Ms.  Roma  Yanchinski,  research  assistant,  and  Ms.  Sonia  Maryn,  project  coordinator. 


We  wish  to  extend  our  best  wishes  to  the  Encyclopedia  project  staff  as  they 
- (enter  the  final  phase  of  their  editorial  work.  We  look  forward  with  great  antici- 
pation to  the  appearance  of  Volume  I of  the  Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  in  early  Fall
